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INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT YOUR TOWN 
100 YEARS AGO 


The date of settlement of Tamworth is clouded in 
misty traditions. Many maintain that a settlement 
was made by Cornelius Cambell and his family on the 
shores of Chocorua Lake around 1750. However, no 
records bear out this belief. 


The first settlement was made by Mark Jewell 
in 1772 on Stevenson ‘Hill. He was followed by his 
brother, Bradley Jewell, who built the first two story 
house in Tamworth, the chimney of which required 
14,000 brick for which he paid $14,000. in Continental 
money. 


The following people were in town during 1772: 
the two Jewell brothers, Richard Jackman, William 
Eastman, Jonathan Chote, David and Jonathan Phil- 
brick. Stephen Mason came from Moultonboro in 
1773. By this time several families were located, 
among them Sylvanus Hall and Hezekiah Hackett. 
The town began to fill up rapidly from 1773 on, and by 
1775 there were 150 inhabitants. 


The Township was granted Oct. 14, 1766 to 
Lieutenant John Webster and others, in sixty-eight 
equal shares. 


The first Board of Selectmen was elected July 2, 
1777. In 1780 it was voted that all ox sleds used in | 
town should be 414 feet wide for the benefit of having — 
good wide paths in winter. 


About 1780 nails, screw augurs, and ship anchors 
were made at Tamworth Iron Works (now Chocorua), 
the ore being brought from Ossipee Lake. The first 
nails ever made by machinery in the world were made 
in Tamworth by David Folsom. The first screw 
augers ever made in America were made in Tamworth 
by Henry Weed. 
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Joseph Gilman made Shingle and Clapboard 
machines from 1880 to 1845. These were shipped to 
all parts of the country and gave great satisfaction. 
So much for the settlement of Tamworth. Its settlers 
were strong men, hardy and brave, and their women 
folks were proud of them. 


In 1792 a special town meeting was held to obtain 
preaching. Rev. Samuel Hidden was secured and 
the Congregational Church was organized. Rev. 
Hidden was ordained as Minister of the Town of Tam- 
worth on the famous Ordination Rock Sept. 12, 1792. 
He was not only a preacher but he had the entire care 
of the schools. He prepared several for college, and 
many for the study of law and medicine. Mr. Hidden 
not only taught Latin and Greek and other branches 
of more modern natures, but was a teacher of vocal 
music. He was called the educator of the people. He 
served the town until his death 45 years later, and 
his influence did not end with his death, but his high 
example continues to exercise a potent influence over 
the minds, views and habits of the people in the town 
he served and loved so well. 


The population of the town in the year 1845 was 
1700. There were 20 school districts and the sum of 
$424.38 was raised and appropriated for the same: in 
1945 we raised the sum of $19,716.24. 


In the year 1845 the total real estate valuation 
was $125975.00 Tax rate $18.22 a thousand. The 
1945 Real Estate Valuation was $1443360.00.

In 1845 there were 17 mills in town, consisting of 
saw mills, rake mills, shingle & clapboard mills, peg 
mills, spool mills, carding mills, flour & grist mills. 
All were water power mills. Total valuation of 
$5,365.00. Today we have two portable saw mills 
valued at $3,450.00. 
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FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Finance Committee has examined the Town 
Books and have found them in the usual good condition. 
A substantial balance with no outstanding indebtedness 
gives the Town a very sound financial picture. That 
this has been achieved in ‘the face of the great cost 
of winter highways through the last fiscal year seems 
quite remarkable. | 


Though the Town must meet a loss of valuation 
in 1946, the tax rate should not advance any appreci- 
able amount if appropriations are kept within the sums 
submitted to our committee. 


There are two articles in the warrant that were 
discussed at some length and approved by those 
present. Article 12, for the Town to employ a man 
full time to care for Town Property. We believe in 
employing such a man would result in longer life and 
better service from machinery, improved appearance 
of Town buildings, and we believe the salary would be 
saved from money now spent on various small appro- 
priations and the increased efficiency that such a man 
could give. 


After every war there arises the question of a 
memorial for the men who have served their country. 
Article 16 is an attempt to meet this question. It is 
suggested that a community hall be built containing 
the following features: a basement to house the fire 
department, a ground floor for kitchen, dining hall and 
assembly room for the several civic groups, a second 
floor for dancing and other amusements. This 
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building would be a practical and at the same time a 
distinctive memorial.

An average of 7,300 acres of woodland are burned 
over by forest fires in New Hampshire each year 
destroying many thousand dollars worth of property 
of all description. It costs many additional thousands 
of dollars and requires valuable man hours, taken from 
other essential work, to extinguish them. These 
losses affect the personal fortunes of the owners and 
town and state economies. Everyone loses because 
of them. 

Analysis of fire causes reveal the fact that more 
than 98 percent of all forest fires are, consistently, 
the result of human carelessness and are preventable! 

We have been extremely fortunate during the 
past few years. Favorable fire weather and war time 
restrictions on travel which kept people off the 
highways and out of the woods have aided materially 
in reducing fire risks, keeping fires fewer and fire losses 
low. 

We now face changed conditions. People can 
travel freely. Their love for travel and the freedom 
of the woods will bring them out in ever increasing 
numbers. This will step up fire risks materially. 
The accelerated cutting of the war years has resulted 
in additional thousands of slash acres. These factors, 
combined with a possible dry season and human 
carelessness could easily produce a_ catastrophe. 
Everyone must, consequently, be on their guard. They 
should 

1. Be careful with fire or when smoking in or near 

woodlands. 

2. Cooperate with the local forest fire warden and. 

his deputies by 
a. Abiding cheerfully with whatever restrict- 
ions it may be necessary to impose. They 
are intended only to be helpful. 
b. Securing permits to burn debris when the 
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ground is not covered with snow. 
c. Seeing that others comply with require- 
ments. 
d. Promptly coming to the warden’s assist- 
ance. Wheen needed. |

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The cost of high school education at Tamworth has 
risen to the point whereby Tamworth is paying over
